REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view 
of the reasons which follow. 

The Examiner objects to the disclosure under 37 CFR § 1.163(a) and rejects the 
claim under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first and second paragraphs, as being unsupported by a clear 
and complete botanical description which distinguishes the cultivar from related known 
varieties. Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the application is requested in view 
of the foregoing amendments and the remarks which follow. 

In order to expedite the Examinees review of this response, applicant will address 
each of the Examiner's objections in the order they were discussed in the Official Action. 

A. The specification has been amended at page 3, line 6, to correct the 
recitation "begin" and replace it with -beginning-. 

B. The specification has been amended at page 4, line 17, to insert corolla 

depth. 

C. The specification has been amended at page 6, line 19, to replace the 
recitation "inflorescence" with -inflorescences-.
